The present version of the claims contains incorrect status identifiers and does not have 
complete markings to reflect all the changes made to the previous version of the claims. 

For example, in claim 1, the preamble in the previous version of the claim was "A battery 
comprising a battery body including" and the present preamble recites "A battery 
comprises a battery body comprising" and the change from "comprising" to "comprises" 
in the preamble is not marked in the present version of the claim. 

As another example, claim 7 previously contained the phrase "at least one of non- 
conductive materials and semiconductors" and presently written claim 7 contains the 
phrase "at least one of non-electrically conductive materials and semiconductor fillers" 
and the change from "semiconductors" to "semiconductor" is not marked in the present 
version of the claim and original claim 7 did not contain the phrase "semiconductor 
filler". 



As another example, the original preambles of claims 10-13 began with "A" and the 
presently written preambles for claims 10-13 begin with "The" which is not underlined in 
the present version of these claims. 
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The discrepancies listed above are only some examples and are not meant to be 
exhaustive and applicant is advised to thoroughlv check the status identifiers of the present 
version of the claims and all the changes made to the previous version of the claims. All changes 
to the previous version of the claims must be marked and the claims must have the correct status 
identifiers.
